OIL TANK EXPLODES. 


T h r o w i n g S h . . t i o f f i r s D o r M e n , W o - 
iii**** unit Children. 
Boston, July IS. —By the explosion of 
An oil rank in Somerville Thursday 
nearly IOO persons wive more or less in­ 
jured aud two arc reported dead. 
Many 
of the injure*! are in the Cambridge, 
Homerville and Massachusetts general 
hospitals, while others were taken to 
houses m-ar the scene of the explosion. 
In th** yard of the Boston and Maine 
railway near the old McLean asylum, 
among more than a thousand freight 
cars filled with coal and general mer­ 
chandise, were the oil tanks of the 
Union Oil comjiany. 
When one of the 
cars caught fire and made a blaze that 
coaid be seen all over Homerville, hun­ 
dreds of persons flocked to the yards. 
The Somerville firemen arrived promptly 
enough but had to carry hose through 
all kinds of places, while the fire burned 
briskly and the crowd drew closer and 
closer, 
It is estimated that, soon after tho fire 
started fully KXM) persons were in tho 
yards, ami soma of tho more daring 
were on top of the freight oar! near the 
fire. 
Suddenly there was a rumbling 
noise. 
One great sheet of flame shot. 
into the air and a huge oil tank which 
had been on a car went up on end, scat­ 
tering blazing oil in all directions. The 
huge tank of oil, one of three, had ex­ 
ploded. 
The burning oil fell upon men, 
women and children in the throng, who 
shrieked with pate and terror. 
Six men 
on top of a ls*x ear were thrown to the 
gronnd with their clothing on fire. 
Men, women aud children, with their 
garments burning, ran alsiut the yard 
in terror. 
Some were so badly burned 
that they dropped 
Those who were not 
on fire helps! them and were them­ 
selves horned. 
Mean while, the railway men were per­ 
forming acts of heroism. The oil tank 
which exploded was on a car near two 
others and these were in danger of going 
np at any moment. 
A locomotive was 
bal ked in aud started to draw out the 
train. 
A man ran oat, threw a heavy 
sleep-r beneath the wheels of the burn­ 
ing tank, the coupling broke, the car 
stopped and the oil tanks separated. 
Fifteen persons were taken to the hos­ 
pital.

London, July IS.—General Robert*’ 
di* fiat eh reporting another unfortunate 
occurren-e throw* a serious light upon 
the state of alf airs iu South Africa. 
There ha* been some comment recently 
regarding the virtual absence of progress 
by the arm y under command of lieu. 
R Alerts, but few coaid have been found 
to believe that the scattered Boers were 
able to inflict such a defeat so near Pre­ 
toria. 
Instead of the surrender of all of tho 
rem aining Boers being im m inent, as 
recent telegram* had hinted, it seems 
that they' have been m aking a concerted 
attem pt to surround or recapture P re­ 
toria, with so much success in the region 
which was supposed to bo pacified aud 
in which no attack was expected, they 
succeeded iii inflicting a serious defeat 
and capturing two guns and some *200 
men. 
It is evident th a t General Botha 
had a considerable force, seeing that he 
is abb? to pres* General Roberts* lines at 
a half dozen points around Pretoria, 
from tho spring to the southeast of the 
city, northward to Middleburg and Dur- 
depoort and thence southward to N itrals 
Nek and K niger'dor p. 
G eneral poberts omits to give tho 
the name of the commander concerned, 
giving rise to the belief that worse re­ 
mains to bo told. 
Even if the mishap 
be not more grave than his information 
at present Implies, it proves that the sit­ 
uation is still serious and that there is 
no possibility of any troops being Bistred 
from South Africa for China, but on the 
contrary it will take a long time to clear 
the country of the Boers.
